THE GREATEST BATTLESHIP 


Uncle 
Sam ’s “ Louisiana” in Many 
Respects Superior to All 
Others. 


The battleship Louisiana, which rep­ 
resents the most advanced type of th** 
fighting machine ever constructed, has 
returned to her dock at 
the Newport 
News shipyard after her speed trial and 
is now receiving her armament and be­ 
ing fitted out for sea. writes W. E. Cur­ 
tis. in Chicago Reoord-Herald. 
In sev 
e m i particulars the Louisiana exceeds 
all other ships of all other navies, ami 
properly officered and manned, she 
ought to whip anything that floats. 
In speed, armament and coal-carrying 
capacify, which are the three essentials 
for a man-of-war, she surpasses the best 
and the latest and the strongest battle­ 
ships in the European navies. She is 450 
feet long, 76.10 feet beam and 24 ti feet

An In du stry T h at Is In creasin g In Im ­ 
portance. 
The olive industry in Spain is In­ 
creasing In importance 
within 
late 
years, mainly owing 
to 
the effort* 
which have been made to use improved 
processes, so as to corallete success­ 
fully with the Italian industry. One of 
the leading branches of tho olive trade 
is the preparation of green olives. This 
is carried out on a large scale at Bar­ 
celona. 
There Is a large internal con­ 
sumption of the olives and besides, 
the annual exports now reach 7000 
tons. 
The olives are put up in bottles 
or kegs. 
To carry out tho pickling 
process, the olives are well sorted, as 
only those which show no faults can be 
kept. They are then placed for several 
days in <*oUl water, which Is renewed 
frequently. 
Then they are placed in 
a brine bath, which consists of a salt 
and soda solution, and are covered 
w ith tho liquid. 
In some eases differ­ 
ent aromatic substances are added to 
the bath, so as to give a special flavor 
to the olives. 
Ripe or nearly ripe olives 
are but little in demand and are not 
consumed to a large extent. 
As to the 
extraction of olive oil this has been 
carried out heretofore by a primitive 
process. 
Each small cultivator ex ­ 
tracted his own oil by a press which he 
hired, generally making payment in oil 
or farm products. 
The olive* were 
ground up in a horse-mill before press­ 
ing. 
The ground olives were then put 
in a lever press, using boiling water 
for the extraction. 
The presses are of 
heavy build, hut the process is a slow 
one and tin* olives need to be stored 
on hand for some time. They are thus 
likely to ferment and give an inferior 
quality of oil. 
It is estimated that 
there are some 3000 or 4000 of such 
primitive oil presses in use in Spain at 
the present time. 
The pomaee which 
remained was formerly used for fodder 
or as combustible, but now it is gener­ 
ally sold and more oil is taken from it 
by an improved process. 
Some of the 
large producers saw the necessity of 
working on a greater scab* and com­ 
menced to Introduce large cylinder 
presses and grinding mills, which gave 
an increase in the quantity as well as 
the quality of tho oil. The use of these 
machines is now becoming general* in 
the large factories. 
As to the remain­ 
der of tin* olive oil process, the oil is 
placed after extraction in large earth­ 
enware jars or tin tanks and is then 
filtered 
I ii some cases the air is kept 
from the oil by means of a layer of 
alcohol which is placed on the surface.

Kvery Man lo Iii* Trade. 
One of tin* accomplishments of the 
lumberman is that of taking a snap­ 
shot glance at a big tree and telling 
you. within a few feet. ju>t how much 
timber it contains. 
"IB* becomes so accustomed to it." 
said Mr. J. It. Lf slier, of Philadel­ 
phia, at the Rennert, “that as a rule 
he can int the number of hoard feet 
with an accuracy that is astonishing. 
Board 
feet are determined 
by 
th** 
length and width of boards ami the 
number that can be sa wed from a log. 
All measurement is based on a twelve- 
foot length, and the board feet equal 
tin* width of the cut, one foot for each 
inch in width. 
Give a lumberman the 
boigid of a tree and its base measure­ 
ment six Inches above tin* ground, and 
he can come mighty close to telling 
you how much lumber will come out 
of the log. 
Not only that, but ail ex­ 
pert measurer will go through a piece 
of woods and. by putting his gauge 
on here and there and hitting an aver­ 
age. will tell you pretty nearly the 
total amount of timber in the tract. 
Men employed to do this work are 
well paid, because their reports may 
mean a great profit or loss to the pur­ 
chaser of the timber. One firm I know 
sends three men into the woods sepa­ 
rately. so distributed over territory to 
be inspected that they cannot com­ 
pare notes. 
H e receives reports from 
all, and if there is any great disagree­ 
ment goes to the spot himself. 
All 
this precaution pays for itself, 
be­ 
cause $5 a thousand feet ‘on the hoof.* 
as it were, for a hull pine tract, with 
a cost of $2 to big and $2 to manufac­ 
ture—maybe more, according to loca­ 
tion—would mean a whole lot in the 
buying of a small forest."

With these book- 
lets the crape puller can solicit orders 
in an intelligible way. 
“ We conservatives don't encourage 
crape pulling. 
We consider it un­ 
seemly and indecorous in the first 
nlucc, and iii the second place, since 
Die big commission to the puller comes 
not out of the pocket of the tlorist, but 
off the order of the purchaser, w e con­ 
sider it a little dishonest.

After a few loaded wagons 
have passed over a road tin* highway 
looks as if a steam road roller had 
been at work. 
A national law iii Ger­ 
many prescribes that wagons heavily 
loaded must have tires not less than 
four inches wide. 
lit Austria the min­ 
imum for similar vehicles is six and 
one-half inches; in Switzerland, six 
inches. 
In a number of States In this country 
laws have been passed granting rebate 
of highway taxes to citizens who use 
on lumber wagons tires not less than 
three inches wide. 
On toll roads in 
Kentucky 
and several other 
States 
fanners hauling loads in wide-tired 
wagons ar** entitled to lower rates than 
those paid by the owners of narrow- 
tired vehicles. 
At an experiment station it w as dem­ 
onstrated that it requires forty per 
cent, more power to draw a load on a 
wagon with one and one-half inch tires 
than on one w ith a three-inch tire. 
With a Baldwin dynamometer, careful 
tests were made wit Ii loaded wagons 
drawn over bluegrass sward. 
In a 
wagon w eighing loon pounds it w as 
found that a load of 32IS pounds could 
be drawn on wide tires w ith the sam e 
force required to move 2000 pounds on 
narrow tires. 
Moreover, th** wide tires 
did not injure the turf, while the nar­ 
row ones cut through it. 
In some parts 
of the country pioneers in the u><* of 
wide tires have had to stand a goo*I 
deal of ridicule. 
The manifest benefit 
to roads, however, soon changes pub­ 
lic sentiment. 
The president of a leading wa gen 
manufacturing company 
states 
that 
tin* demand for wide tires is increas­ 
in g every year. 
Another company In 
the same lim* of business conducted 
a series of tests, using a Fairbanks 
dynamometer carefully calibrated, and 
w as convinced that on very hard lauds 
the preferenee, so far as draft i- col - 
cerned, is for narrow 
tire--. 
In the 
effect upon the roads, however, wide 
tires have th** advantage.

The olive industry in Spain let in- 


creasing In importance within late 
years, mainly owing to tbe efforts 
which have been made to use improved 
processes, so as to compete success- 
ully with the Italian Industry. One of 
be leading branches of the olive trade 
s the preparation of green olives. This 
s carried nut On a large scale at Bar- 
celona. There is a large Internal con- 
lumptlon of the olives and besides, 
be annual exports now reach 7000 
ons. Tbe olives are put up in bottles 


kegs. To carry out the pickling 


process, the olives are well sorted, as 


nly tbose which show no faults can be 
kept. They are then placed" for several 
days In cold water, which is renewed 
frequently. Then they are placed In 
a brine bath, which consists of a salt 
and soda solution, and are covered 
wltb the liquid. In some cases differ- 
>nt aromatic substances are added to 
he bath, BO as to give a special flavor 
o the olives. Ripe or nearly ripe olives 
are but little in demand and are not 
consumed to a large extent. As to tbe 
extraction of olive oil this has been 
carried out heretofore by a primitive 
process; 
Each small cultivator ex- 


:racted his own oil by a press which be 
hired, generally making payment In oil 
or farm products. 
The olives were 


;rouud up in a horse-mill before press- 
iig. Tbe ground olives were then put 
n a lever press, using boiling -water 
•or the extraction. The presses are of 
leavy build, but the process is n slow 
one and the olives need to be stored 
on band for some time. They are thus 
Ikely to ferment and give nn Inferior 
quality of oil. It is estimated that 
there nre some 3000 or 4OOO of such 
irlmltlve oil presses In use in Spain nt 
he present time. Tho pomace which 
remained was formerly used for fodder 
or as combustible, but now it Is gener- 
ally sold and more oil Is taken from it 
by nn improved process. Some of the 
argo producers saw tho necessity of 
working on a greater scale and com- 
menced to Introduce large cylinder 
iresses nud grinding mills, which gave 
in increase In the tiunntliy as well as 
he quality of the oil. Tho use of these 
nnchlues is now becoming general' in 
he large factories. As to the remain- 
der of the olive oil process, tho oil Is 
ilncod after extraction in largo earth- 
enware Jars or tin tanks and Is then 
filtered. In some ruses the air is kept 
roin the oil by moans of a layer of 
ilcohol which is placed on the surface. 
The inferior grades of oil are used in 
soap 
manufacture. — Scientific 
Amor-

snid Mr. .T. R. Lesher. of Philadel- 
phia, nt tho Ronnert. "that as a rule 
10 can liit tho number of board foot 
with nn accuracy that Is astonishing. 
Board feet are determined by the 
ength and width of boards and the 
number that can be sawed from a log. 
All measurement is based on n twelve- 
root length, and the board feet equal 
•he width of the cut, one foot for each 
nob in width. Give- a lumberman tho 
Height of a tree and its base measure- 
ment six inches above the ground, and 
10 can come mighty closo to telling 
you how much lumber will come out 
r>f the log. Not only that, but an ex 
pert measurer will go through n piece 
of woods nnd. by putting his gauge 
on hero nnd there and bitting an nver- 
ige. will tell you pretty nearly the 
total amount of timber in the tract. 
Men employed to do this work nre 
well paid, because their reports may 
mean a great profit or loss to the pur- 
baser of the timber. One firm I know 
sends three men into the woods sepo 
rately, so distributed over territory to 
be inspected that they cannot com 
pare notes. He receives reports from 
nil, and if there is any great disagree 
ment goes to the spot himself. All 
tills precaution pnys for itself, be- 
cause $5 a thousand fe<*t. 'on the hoof,' 
as it were, for n bull pine tract, with 
a cost of $2 to log and $2 to mauufac 
ture — maybe more, according to loco 
tion— would mean a whole lot in the 
buying of a small forest."— Baltimore 
News.

;crnpe pulling—in facf, live on It. They 
have booklets, illustrated with photo 
igrapbs, that tell nil about tbe various 
designs they make. With these book 
lets the crnpe puller can solicit orders 
'in an intelligible way.

'seemly and Indecorous In the first 
jjjnc,e, and in the second place, since 
The big commission to the puller comes 
not out of the pocket of tbe florist, bu 
Off tbe order of the purchaser, we con 
aider it a little dishonest.

The IT. 8. Bureau of Road Inquiry 


has been making a study of the width 
of tires prescribed by local and national 
authorities In various parts of tbe 
world. 
In France every freighting 


and market cart, instead of injuring 
[he highway, Improves it. Many of tbe 
tires are ten Inches wide. In the four- 
wheeled vehicles in that country tbe 
rear axle is fourteen inches longer than 
tho fore, nnd as a result the rear 
wheels run on a line about an Inch 
outside the level rolled by the front 
wheels. After a few loaded wagons 
lave passed over a road the highway 
looks as if a steam road roller hud 
been at work. A national law in Ger- 
many prescribes that wagons heavily 
loaded must have tires not less than 
four Inches wide. In Austria tbe min- 
imum for similar vehicles is six and 
one-half Inches; in Switzerland, six 
inches. 


In a number of States In this country 


laws have been passed grunting rebate 
of highway taxes to citizens who use 
on lumber wagons tires not less than 
three Inches wide. 
On toll roads in 


Kentucky and several other States 
farmers hauling loads in wide-tired 
wagons nre entitled to lower rates than 
those paid by the owners of narrow- 
tired vehicles. 


At nn experiment station it was dem- 


onstrated that it requires forty per 
cent, more power to draw a loud on :i 
wagon with one and one-half inch tiros 
than on one with u three-inch tiro. 
With n Baldwin dynamometer, careful 
tests were made with loaded wagons 
drawn over bluograss sward. 
In a 


wagon weighing 1000 pounds it was 
found that a load of 3248 pounds could 
lie drawn on wide tires with the same 
force required to move 2000 pounds on 
narrow tires. Moreover, the wide tires 
lid not injure the turf, while tbe nar- 
row ones cut through it. In some parts 
of the country pioneers in the use of 
wldo tires have bad to stand n good 
ileal of ridicule. The manifest benefit 
to roads, however, soon changes pub- 
lic sentiment. 


The/ president of a lending wagon 


manufacturing company stales that 
the demand for wide tires is inoreas- 
ng every year. 
Another company in 


the same line of business conducted 
n series of tests, using a Fairbanks 
.lynnmonieter carefully calibrated, and 
was convinced tbat on very hard roads 
tho preference, so far ns draft is con- 
cerned, is for narrow tires. 
In the 


effect upon the roads, however, wide 
tires have the advantage.

A* Indaitry *tut«| U IBCMMIB* l» !«•• 
portaac*. 


The olive industry in Spain let in 


creasing in importance within late 
years, mainly owing to the efforts 
which have been made to use improved 
processes, BO as to compete success 
fully with the Italian Industry. One of 
the leading branches of the olive trade 
is the preparation of green olives, This 
is carried nut on a large scale at Bar- 
celona. There is a large internal con- 
sumption of the olives and besides, 
the annual exports now reach 7000 
tons. The olives are put up in bottles 
or, kegs. To carry out the pickling 
process, the olives are well sorted, ns 
only those which show no faults can be 
kept. They are then placed" for several 
days In cold water, which is renewed 
frequently. 
Then they are placed in 


a brine bath, which consists of a salt 
and soda solution, and are covered 
with the liquid. In some cases differ 
ent aromatic substances are added to 
the bath, so a* to give a special flavor 
to the olives. Ripe or nearly ripe olives 
are but little In demand and are not 
consumed to a large extent. As to the 
extraction of olive oil this has been 
carried out heretofore by a primitive 
process. 
Each small cultivator ex- 


tracted his own oil by a press which he 
hired, generally ipakirig payment In oil 
or farm products. 
The olives were 


ground up in a horse-mill before press^ 
iiig. The ground olives were then put 
in a lever press, using boiling water 
for the extraction. The presses are of 
heavy build, but the process is n slow 
one and the olives need to be stored 
on hand for some time. They are thus 
likely to ferment and give an inferior 
quality of oil. It is estimated that 
there are some 3000 or 4000 of such 
primitive oil presses in use in Spain at 
the present time. The pomace which 
remained was formerly used for fodder 
or as combustible, bnt now it is gener- 
ally sold and more oil is taken from it 
by nn improved process. Some of the 
large producers saw the necessity of 
working on a greater scale and com- 
menced to introduce large cylinder 
presses and grinding mills, which gave 
an increase in the quantity as well i\s 
the quality of the oil. The use of these 
machines is now becoming general' in 
the large factories. As to the remain- 
der of the olive oil process, the oil is 
placed after extraction In large earth- 
enware Jars or tin tanks and is then 
filtered. In some cases the air is kept 
from tho oil by means of a layer of 
alcohol which is placed on the surface. 
The inferior grades of oil arc used in 
soap 
manufacture —Scientific 
Amer- 


ican. 


Krery Man to HI* Trade. 


One of the accomplishments of the 


lumberman is that of taking n snap- 
shot glance at a big tree nnd telling 
you, within a few feet, just bow much 
timber it contain*. 


"He becomes so accustomed to it," 


said Mr. .T. R. Lesher. of Philadel- 
phia, at the Renncrt. "that as a rule 
he can int tho number of board feet 
with an accuracy that is astonishing. 
Board feet are deteimined by the 
length and width of board* and the 
number that can be sawed from a log. 
All measurement is based on a twelve- 
foot length, nnd the board feet equal 
the width of the cut, one foot for each 
inch in width. CJlve a lumberman the 
height of a tree and its base measure- 
ment six Inches above the ground, and 
he cnn come mighty close to telling 
you how much lumber will come out 
of the log. Not only that, but an ex- 
pert measurer will go through a piece 
of woods nnd, by putting liis gauge 
on here and there and hitting an aver- 
age, -will tell you pretty nearly the 
total amount of timber In the tract. 
Men employed to do this work are 
well paid, because their reports may 
mean a great profit or loss to the pur- 
chaser of the Umber. One firm I know 
sends three men into the woods sepa- 
rately, so distributed over territory to 
be inspected that they cannot com- 
pare notes. He receives reports from 
all, and if there Is any great disagree- 
ment goes to the spot himself. All 
tills precaution pays for Itself, be- 
cnuse $5 a thousand feet 'on the hoof,' 
as it were, for a bull pine tract, with 
a cost of $2 to log and $2 to manufac- 
ture—maybe more, according to loca- 
tion—would mean a whole lot in the 
buying of a small forest."—Baltimore 
News.

crape puller contemptuously, pretend- 
Ing that he gets indoors by yanking 
the crape which hangs from the door- 
bell. A good many florists encourage 
crape pulling—-In facf, live on It. They 
have booklets, illustrated with photo 
graphs, that tell all about the various 
designs they matte. With these book- 
lets the crape puller can solicit orders 
In an intelligible way. 


"We conservatives don't encourage 


crape pulling. 
We consider it un- 


tseemly and Indecorous In the first 


.c, and in the second place, since 


e big commission to the puller comes 


not out of the poeket of the florist, but 
Off the order of the purchaser, we con- 
sider it a little dishonest. But death 
is always with us. Florists must live. 
The new guild of the crape pullers 
grows by hundreds 
weekly."—New

The IT. 8. Bureau of Road Inquiry 


has been making a study of the widtli 
of tires prescribed by local und national 
authorities In various parts of the 
world. 
In France every freighting 


and market cart, instead of injuring 
the highway, improves it. Many of the 
tires are ten inches wide. In the four- 
wheeled vehicles in that country the 
rear axle is fourteen inches longer than 
tho fore, and as a result the rent 
wheels run on a line about an inch 
outside the level rolled by the front 
wheels. After a few loaded wagons 
have passed over a road the highway 
looks na if a steam road roller bad 
been at work. A national law In Ger- 
many prescribes that wagons heavily 
loaded must have tires not less that1 
four inches wide. In Austria the min- 
imum for similar vehicles is six and 
one-half Inches; in Switzerland, six 
inches. 


In n number of States In this country 


laws have been passed granting rebate 
of highway taxes to citizens who use 
on lumber wagons tires not less than 
three inches wide. 
On toll roads in 


Kentucky and several other States 
farmers hauling loads in wide-tired 
wagons are entitled to lower rates than 
those paid by the owners of narrow- 
tired vehicles. 


At an experiment station it was dem 


onstrated that it requires forty per 
cent, more power to draw a loud on a 
wagon with one and one-half inch tires 
than on one with a three-inch tire. 
With ii Baldwin dynamometer, careful 
tests were made with loaded wagons 
drawn over bluegrass sward. 
In a 


wagon "weighing 1000 pounds it was 
found that a load of 3248 pounds could 
be drawn on wide tires with the same 
force required to move 2000 pounds on 
narrow tires. Moreover, tile wide tires 
did not injure the turf, while the nar- 
row ones cut through it. In some parts 
of the country pioneers in the use of 
w ide tires have had to stand a good 
deal of ridicule. The manifest benefit 
lo roads, however, soon changes pub- 
lic sentiment. 


The president of n leading \\agnn 


manufacturing company states that 
the demand for wide tires is increas- 
ing every year. 
Another company in 


the same line of business conducted 
a series of tests, using a Fairbanks 
.lynamometer carefully calibrated, and 
was convinced that on very hard roads 
the preference, so far as draft i« con- 
cerned, is for narrow tires. 
in the 


effect upon the roads, however, wide 
:ircs have the advantage.
